Ilui- 
ktNo'( own evidence, in the Idiolvent 
C jort, that the debu of the at the 
lime uf their (tcjiiertraliun, were 111 round 
numbers £iW,CHKI: arid IheiraiKti, ai 
adu ined by aumt uf the tnuet ahrtwd and 
capcriencttj of the Batik of Autlralia di- 
recl in, al the lowest coinpulatiun, 
i'.._i.;.i'ini. Of what avail, huwever, nus 
lhi«, if, at the canit liinr,-^lhe lime of 
their utmost nerd, prices were st. low, thai 
the number of inoucy calli required lu be 
mtt by the firm, ctrnld nut be uiiilied by 
cash payments. Great aumbera uf mtn 
uf bnainrss were so inllitialely miked up 
iti the transactions of this giant tirm, thai 
ihcy naturally felt the uioit lively desire 
lo set carried out any arrangement by 
wbic-h il might be flualcd over the shoal 
un which il was likely to nick. Hence 
the origin of Iht treaty fur thii pur- 
pose, site ni pled lo be csrrird out 
with the Bank of Australia , hrncr

The arrangement fur ikia purpose then 
was entered into; and, aa we confidently 
believe, with must hoiitst purpose, upon 
the part of the director*. But mark ! no 
inure did the mass of the resident colo- 
mil proprietors fcnuw of ihis, than did 
Ur. SI...,i i, - frtlow-priiprkuir, iu Lou- 
don. Sir Enwiann PiaaY birnaelf, ll was 
a r»uliih and f.ilal act upon the part of 
tlie directors: an act only undertaken, 
u ilhout the previuusly secured aulhu- 
nty of Iht entire body, from an 
iguurant conviction that nu cu'irse 
cuuld so effectually proteel Iht iniercsti 
uf all -so efTeciually guard afvjqat the 
great danger Iu all, supposed iibein- 
rolved in the ulhernrse almost «rUin 
f.ulurr rsf Htunrva and Husking. far 
tae think liie reader will be of opinion 
that the maai of Ihf iharehuldtre might, 
ttiLhoutck|M>iinglhcmaelveaioimput4tionB 
nfeiihtr lying or rrpudialiun, safely aurrt 
ibey had nulhing to do wilh any part of 
the treaty in question.

Nu pub- 
lic Hireling of pnpricioc* vu held — oo 
prftiou( authority given —no (tile uf 
things, which narranla the loasing shunt 
uf the oratorical brebrandi, " Inn and rt- 
pudiators." 

Thu* far, the reputation of iht proptit- 
lary of the Colonial Bank aetcot aafe. 
Thus far, they tathtr rcsemblr, tu om 
coinmon, and unleatited apprehtnaiuo, 
lain bi led Lo the alaughitr, than liars and 
rrptidtalor* . alihuugh of course we t pea It

Tu I hi* point were matters brought 
some months previously lu Ihe nral trial. 
As suun as the injured (horeholders had 
had « little timt lo coul, after 
their tint reiolutiun lu defend, Ihey 
apparently catne lo the just conclusiun, 
that law was a bitter bad business* to have 
anything to du with aa auitun, and ac- 
cordingly ihey made a ptupoutiaa lo the 
Bank of Australasia —which, under the 
circumstances, wai one of Ihe tno*t 
straight -fa ward and honourable I hat any 
one body of men could make in another; 
indeed, having regard lo the facts, that 
they had been grievoinly injured, and 
that they were adviied they could defend 
wilh a fair prospect uf auccen, it ii diffi- 
cult lo imagine an oner of compromise, 
it Inch could reflect more credit upon tht 
partiei making it.

How was iht offer received > 
much as llivl inflexible man of business, 
tilrYuic*. ihe Jew, entertained the offer of 
composition, made by Btsianio . the Eng- 
lish Bank m ust have Its bond, and nothing 
less j and thus the q.-feodanti were lite- 
rally furred into Court. 

Of enurse theie ia no intention liere, lo 
censare the cunduct of Mr. HanT. In re- 
jecting Ihi* offer, he doubt It si only did, 
that, which he wa* compelled to do, by 
his instruction* from London. The 
blame, and the whole blame, lie* with the 
Engliih proprietary it waa unlike the 
Engliih merchant character, which usually 
deals gently by the bmked reed. Their 
conduct was not only inert to their 
debtors, hut impolitic to themselves. If 
ihey had accepted it, they would have re- 
ceived an immense inaaa of valuable pro- 
perty, daily rising in it* money value; 
and lu a certainly, would eventually have 
secured more than twenty ahillinga in ibe 
pound, upon every fraction owing to 
tbf in. In addition, they would have es- 
caped the present eapenie, — the delay, 
even if ihey succeed, — the puisibiliiy. 
perhaps even the probability of nasi and 
total Ioh, if Ihey are defeated in their ap- 
peal.

after it had been drawn aud delivered ;— 
if a voluntary and unsolicited offer lo 
hand over to the Lr creditor* every thino. 
and mure lhan every thing tli.ii belonged 
lathe Bank of Australia ;— if the em- 
ployment of all houeat means to keep out 
of the Supreme Court , and if Ihe going 
into it whea iurced into il only by the fell 
Shyu)c« ,piril, blind to every tiling but 
tlie !■■:.■!, -if the** 6r*cT* of lying and 
repudiation, then are the proprietors of the 
Bank of Auatralia the most timsbed act 
of liar* and repudiatori under the *uq. 
If they be not inch ad), then mutt 
the beslower uf these gentle and endearing 
epithets, be rwf the wisest a;ipherof hard 
term* tu he found amongii ancieai or 
modern orators, 

The observations we proposed to make 
mprxuog the probable extent lo which 
the future fortune* uf t!u> proprietary 
might be affected by ihe present pa* it ion 
of iheir Bank affair*, mutt, we ijud, go 
over lo another day ; a* we have already 
far exceeded uur issnal limit*.
